former fire chief attempted to 
obtain an appointment with Darst 
to request permission to withdraw 
the resignation. 

“Egenriether is not going to be 
chief of the fire department,” 
Darst told reporters after arriving 
at his office at City. Hall shortly 
after 4 p.m. 

The Mayor, who said he would 
gee Egenriether, left arrangements 
for the time of the meeting in the 
hands of his secretary, Fred Hume 
Jr. who today notified Egen- 
riether that Darst would see him 
at 2:30 p.m. Friday. 

Egenriether visited Darst’s of- 
fice yesterday morning, then re- 
turned to his home at 5433 Lough- 
borough avenue to await word 
from the Mayor’s office staff as 
to when he might see Darst. 

During the press conference, 
Darst at first said he couldn't 
say what his action on the Egen- 
riether matter would be until he 
talked to him. : 

“I don’t know what he wants,” 
the Mayor said. “I said before 
that I would see him, and I will. 

“However, my position has never 
changed in this matter from the 
very start fo this moment.” 

This statement, he said, applied 
to. b6th Egenriether’s not being 
reinstated, or reappointed, and to | 
Darst’s pledge to appoint the | 
“top man” in the Civil Service | 
examination taken by eight ap- 
plicants,, all present members of 
the fire department, for promo- 
tion to the position of chief. 

“It is no fault ef mine Egen-| 
riether did not take the examina- 
tion,” Darst said. “I had nothing 
to do with that.” 

Not Eligible for Test. 

Egenriether was not eligible for 
the examination under civil service 
rules, since it was promotional in 
nature and open only to persons 
of lesser rank jin the department. 

His resignation, effective Sept. 
10, was tendered, he said at the 
time, rather than assume the re- 
sponsibility for dismissal of 124 
department employes for economy. 
Darst immediately accepted the 
resignation and announced shortly 
later there would be no reduction 
in personnel of the department. 

Asked by a reportér if anything | 
might be accomplished by Eigen- 
riether’s coming in to talk with 
him, Darst replied: 

“T think he should come in and 
talk to me. I think he should have 
done so before.” He then added 
that Egenriether “is not going to 
be chief.” 

Cites Legality. 

The Mayor also said he does not 
think it is legal to withdraw a 
resignation, adding, “There’s some 
question of the legality of his with- 
drawing the resignation and my 
right to permit him to do so.” He 
refused to discuss this phase of 
the matter further. 

Pressed for an explanation as to 
what might be accomplished by 
Egenriether’s conferring with him, 
Darst said: 

“Well, I would be willing to talk 
to him about taking another posi- 
tion in the department.” As to 
whether such : position might be 
that of battalion chief, captain,. or 

rivate, “is undetermined,” the 

ayor said, and would depend 
upon discussion between him and 
Director of Public Safety Myles P. 

er. 

“I want to emphasize there will 
be no partisan politics in the Fire 
Department as long as I am 
Mayor,” Darst told reporters in 
terminating the press conference. 

Egenriether, a Republican, said 
today that he would wait until 
after his meeting with Darst be- 
fore determining what further 
stepsehe might take to regain 
the position of fire chief. 


Decision Made Sunday. 

His decision to attempt to with- 
draw the resignation was made 
Sunday after returning home from 
a two-week vacation in Colorado 
with his wife. They found some 
75 letters from individuals and or- 
ganizations urging him to with- 
draw the resignation. Egenriether 
also received numerous telephone 
calls from well-wishers, expressing 
hope for his reinstatement, after 
he returned home. 

A. A. Ahner, industrial relations 
counselor, who took it upon him- 
self to head a reinstatement move- 
ment during Egenriether’s ab- 
sence from St. Louis, said today 
the Mayor's attitude “is incom- 
prehensible to me, in view of the 
popular demand for Egenriether’s 
reinstatement.” 

“I hope the Mayor will have 
changed his mind by the time he 
talks to Egenriether,” Ahner said. 
“If he doesn’t, I'll talk to Egen- 
riether and determine a course of 
action.” 

Ahner has _ received. $1500 in 
contributions to defray costs of a 
campaign to restore Egenriether 
to his position. Petitions calling 
upon Darst to reinstate Egen- 
riether are ready for ciruclation, 
Ahner said, but will not be cir- 
culated unless the former chief is 
agreeable to such action.

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REVOLT CRUSHED 
CZECHS LAIN. 
SX GVEN DEAT 


Government Says Plotters 
Were Linked With 
‘Certain Western Pow- 
er’ — Army Men Re- 
ported Involved. 


By RICHARD KASISCHKE 

PRAGUE, Aug. 30 (AP)—The 
Czechoslovak Government  an- 
nounced today it had crushed an 
anti - Communist underground 
movement just as the group was 
preparing to begin an armed revo- 
lution. 

The official press bureau linked 
the underground members with 
“a certain western imperialistic 
power,” but did not identify the 
power. 

Details of the purported plot were 
announced after a secret trial at 
which six persons were condemned 
to death, 10 given life imprison- 
ment and an unspecified number 
lesser prison terms. Ten of those 
tried were acquitted. 

The announcement termed mem- 
bers of the group spies and ter- 
rorists, and said they were tried 
on charges of high treason and 
spying on behalf of the western 
power “with which they had been 
in contact.” 

Cat-and-Mouse Game. 

The Government claimed its po- 
‘lite had played a cat-and-mouse 
game with the alleged conspira- 
tors and waited until they were all 
set to begin the revolution before 
moving in to nab them. 

One of those sentenced to death 
was Josef Charvat, identified by 
friends. as chief of security police 
here under the first republic. 

The Government said the politi- 
cal leader of the planned putsch 
was Dr. Jaroslav Borkovec, iden- 
tified as the brother of a former 
chief of the Prague police’s crim- 
inal investigation section. His 
brother was ousted when the Com- 
munists took over the government 
in February 1948. Dr. Borkovec 
also was given the death penalty. 

Informed sources said those 
sentenced included army and po- 
lice personnel, as well as civilians. 

The trial of the group was re- 
ported to have lasted several 
weeks in the Prague State Court. 
The government said many of the 
accused pleaded guilty. 

Date Not Disclosed. 

Date of the attempted coup was 
not disclosed, but it was reported 
the group chose a bank holiday 
“when the working people were at 
home and unable to mount coun- 
tes-action.” 

The announcement said the 
group was attempting to “prepare 
an armed conspiracy aimed at 
crushing the people’s democratic 
regime.” It added that those ar- 
rested were “the last participants 
of a highly treasonable under- 
ground movement” which police 
had been tracking for some time. 

This was the second official an- 
nouncement in four days about 
the crushing of a group denounced 
as anti-government terrorists. On 
Saturday, the government said 
nine men accused of trying to 
overthrow the Communist-led gov- 
ernment had been convicted of 
high treason by a state court at 
Melnik, north of Prague. This 
group also had been charged with 
Seeking to reach foreign powers. 

The official story about the 
Prague group said they had “set 
the day and hour for their armed 
revolt.” This account said the 
group had been in touch with 
“treacherous” Czechoslovak exiles 
through “the help of an employe 
of the Pragtte Embassy of a west- 
ern power.” The plotters were 
said to have “left a copy of their 
plan for an uprising in this west- 
ern embassy.” 

US. Embassy Surprised. 

A spokesman at the American 
Embassy said “we don’t know 
anything about this. It is just as 
much news to us as to everybody 
else.” 

The government’s account of 

the plan for revolution said the 
conspirators had been assigned 
definite tasks, had armed them- 
selves"and were ready to act. They 
were then to begin a series of at-. 
tacks against key points in the 
city, seize public offices and “wipe 
out certain persons,” the account 
said. 
“Then the attacks were to be 
deployed into the’ country. There 
the population was to be confused 
with faked proclamations which 
would attempt to give the impres- 
sion of legality to this revolt and 
intimidate the people with blood- 
shed or threats of bloodshed.” 

The government. claimed the 
plotters included some women who 
“were seducing young members 
of the Boy Scouts in order to use 
them later in the gang’s armed 
action.” Three of those. sentenced 
to life were women. \

English Say Dollars-Earn- 
ed Through Increased 
Stockpiling Would 
Greatly Help Plans for 
Solving Crisis. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
The United States is considering a 
plan to send more dollars Britain’s 
way by increastng purchases of 
strategic materials = British 
markets. 

Government officials said this 
country’s negotiators are giving a 
sympathetic hearing to British re- 
quests for a speedup in American 
strategic stockpiling during the 
next few months. The British 
contend dollars’ earned in. that 
period will prove of great help ‘to 
them in charting long-range plans 
for solving their present economic 
crisis. 

Tin and rubber are the main 
strategic items Britain has to of- 
fer. The United States has been 
buying limited quantities of these 
to add to the growing stockpile of 
srategic materials being set aside 
for an emergency. 

Officfals said, however, it is 
doubtful that the Administration 
will consent to increase Britist. 
sales by relaxing regulations re- 
quiring American rubber manu- 
facturers to use 220,000 tons oi 
fynthetic rubber annually in their 

products. They explained that 

any move to amend these rules 
might affect national security 
since synthetic rubber plants 
might be needéd in case of war. 
The Government owns all syn- 
thetic plants now. 

British Government  offi- 
cials continued to outline their 
problems to American and Cana- 
dian Government representatives 
today in meetings at the State 
Department. These preliminary 
“fact finding” discussions are in 
their third day. 

Top cabinet officials from Brit- 
ain and Canada are scheduled to 
arrive over the weekend to ham- 
mer these facts into a three-na- 
tion program aimed at checking 
the British economic slump. 


CRIPPS VIEW UPHELD 
IN CABINET DECISION 


LONDON, Aug. 30 (UP)—British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
and Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Sir Stafford Cripps sail for the 
United States tomorrow with a 
15,000-word brief outlining the 
British position in the three-power 
financial conference opening Sept, 
7 at Washington. 

The plan, approved by the Brit- 
tish Cabinet yesterday reaffirmed 
Cripps’s rejection of devaluation 
of the pound as a quick cure in 
itself. The decision put-an end to 
rumors that the Cabinet was 
aligned against Cripps on the de- 
valuation issue. Informed sources 
reported that the split, if one ever 
existed, vanished in the course of 
the meeting, with Cripps’s view 
dominent. 

The reported agreement amount- 
ed to a willingness by the British 
to talk devaluation, but not. to 
cheapen the pound unless that

PUTNEY WILLS PART 
OF $299,999 ESTATE 
TO HUMANE SOCIETY 


Contractor Sets Aside Fund 
to ‘Encourage Sterilization 
of Household Pets.’ 


The will of Leonard D: Putney, 
filed today, left a large share of 
his $299,999 estate to the Humane 
Society of St. Louis county, “to be 
used to advance and encourage, 
by all lawful means, the steriliza- 
tion of household pets.” 

This provision was made in a 
paragraph following the para- 
graph in which Putney bequeathed 
to his wife, Amelia Putney, “what- 
ever she may be entitled to as a 
matter of and under the law, and 
no More, provided we are married 
at the time of my death.” 

Attorneys said the Putneys were 
still married at the time of his 
death Aug. 20. He was a roofing 
contractor and lived at 5111A Del- 
mar boulevard. 

The will left $10,000 to the Hu- 
mane Society of Missouri, and the 
residue, after this bequest and the 
wife’s portion, to the county so- 
ciety, for the purpose stated, 
which he went on to advocate 
in the document. 

“My belief,” he wrote, “is that 
breeders, licensed by the states, 
should be the only persons who 
should have unsterilized household 
pets, which could be used by them 
for breeding purposes.” He went 
on to express his desire “to pub- 
licize and advocate, influence and 
encourage the sterilization of cats 
and dogs.” 

Another purpose expressed was 
“to encourage people not to waste 
money on burials (the text did not 
indicate whether this referred to 
burials of human beings or ani- 
mals), and to bequeath such 
money to humane societies, to be 
used to maintain clinics for free 
sterilization of household pets.” - 

He. named Fritz Grolock of the 
Humane Society of Missouri ex- 
ecutor without bond, and James 
D. Dickery as attorney for the 
estate.

TTO ACTS UNDER 
WESTERN ORDER

cuses Yugoslavia of 


LO@GIDON, Aug. 30 (AP)—Rus- 
sia, in a new note to Belgrade to- 
day, accused Premier Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s . Yugoslavia of working 
“only on the instructions of its 
western masters.” 

The note was broadcast by the 
Moscow radio and _ recorded in 
London by the Soviet Monitor. It 
was the eighth in a series of in- 
creasingly bitter exchanges be- 
tween the two quarreling Commu- 
nist countries. - 

The Moscow note denied Yugo- 
slav charges, made Aug. 20, that 
the Kremlin-had double-crossed 
Yugoslavia by abandoning Yugo- 
slav claims to Austrian territory 
at last June’s conference of the 
Big Four foreign ministers in 
Paris. 

“Slanderous Distortions.” 

The Russians said Yugoslavia’s 
Aug. 20 note was “an accumula- 
tion of fresh scandals and slan- 
derous distortions calculated as 
masking its (Yugoslavia’s) own 


double-dealing policy and deceiv- 
ing the people of Yugoslavia.” 

Moscow said its note was sent 
“not to convince the Yugoslav gov- 
ernment, which has long been liv- 
ing without convictions and works 
only on the instructions of its 
western masters, but in order to 
unmask it and help the peoples 
of Yugoslavia to see the true face 
of the present Yugoslay govern- 
ment.” 

The Moscow-Belgrade feud has 
been in progress for more than a 
year, or since Tito’s government 

expelled from the Cominform 
(Communist Information Bureau) 
for what the Kremlin regards as 
nationalistic deviation from orth- 
odox Communism. 

- Two Separate Disputes. 

Moscow has called on Yugoslav 
to overthrow Tito. Russia and the 
other Communist states of eastern 
Europe have imposed an economic 
squeeze on Yugoslavia. 

Actually Yugoslavia and Russia 
have been exchanging notes on 
two distinct disputes. One cen- 
ters. on Yugoslavia’s disappoint- 
ment over what Belgrade 
as Moscow’s abandonment of its 
claims to Austrian territory. The 
other has to do with charges by

Just before the disclosure, 
Vaughan’had been sharply cross- 
examined by Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, and became 
confused. 
“You never got money from 
Maragon?” Vaughan was asked. 
“No,” he said. 
“For yourself or others?” 
“No.” 
“He never handed you an en- 
velope?”

Following is a_ condensed 
transcript of the Senate ques- 
tioning of Maj. Gen. Harry 
Hi, Vaughan of St. Louis: 


HE questioning began with 

subconemittee chairman Clyde 
' R. Hoey (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina, asking about Vaughan’s re- 
lations with James V. Hunt, who 
ists himself as a management 
counselor. 


- Q. General, I believe you stated 
that you had known Mr. Hunt for 
about five years? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. What has been your associa- 
tion with him during that time? 

A. Well, just ordinary epesore: 
relations. I have seen him social- 
ly, I wouldn’t have any idea how 
many times, a dozen, maybe; met 
him at social functions, he has 
been_in my office a number of 
‘times; ..°. Mr. Hunt has never 
been in my home, and I was in 
his home twice... 

Q. Gen. Vaughan, did you make 
any request of Mr. Hunt, or how 
‘did it happen that he furnished 
the (Army personnel) information 
with reference to Gen. Waitt (sus- 
pended Chemical Corps chief)? 

A. Well, I didn’t know until this 
inquiry started that Mr. Hunt had 
anything to do with that. I made 
the request of Gen. Waitt after 
discussing it with the President, 
that he furnish me factual data 
about the officers who might ap- 
pear on a promotion list. I have 
‘done that on occasions before. 
The President approves of that, 
and Gen. Waitt furnished this ma- 
terial. Now it never would occur 
to me that Gen. Waitt would 
‘write that any place but in his 
‘own office, or if he did not want 
it in ‘his own office, in his own 
home. I did not know that detail 
‘until fater. 

Acquaintance with Maragon. 


-- Q. General, when did you first 
form the acquaintance of Mr. 
(John) Maragon? , 

A. When I was secretary to 
Senator Truman... Mr. Maragon 
awas working for the B. & O. Rail- 
road, if I remember correctly, and 
his duty was to handle’ transpor- 
tation matters for the members 
of Congress. He was a very ener- 
getic individual, and was always 
around. You could not order a 
ticket and a Pullman space with- 
out it being .delivered by Mr. 
“Maragon, so he was in the office, 
I @id not know him too well that 
first year. ... 

Q. General, Mr. Maragon seems 
to have left am impression with 
different agencies of government, 
when he would call them in refer- 
ence to matters, that he was your 
representative. Was he authorized 
‘by you to make any representa- 
‘tions in these various matters? 

A. No. As I stated in my state- 
ment that I just read, at no time 
was Maragon authorized to repre- 
sent me or the White House in any 
way, shape or form. It did come 
‘to my attention a year or so ago— 
I cannot recall the exact time— 
- somebody said that Maragon was 
‘ flashing a picture of himself and 
the President, and I talked with 
‘him about this and he denied it 
very vehemently. He said that he 
‘had never done any such thing, 
but I did not know he was repre- 
senting himself as my agent. 

The Customs Incident. 


: Q. General, did you have any 
‘knowledge of the action of Mara- 
' gon in clearing contents of a pack-

Didn’t Consult Truman. 


Q. In any of these matters, did 
you have occasion to advise the 
President of what was transpir- 
ing, or did you do it just on your 
own? 

A. No, I have never had any 
occasion that I can recall to ad- 
vise the President of any action 
I have taken in any particular 
instance. [I didn’t think it was 
necessary because I was perform- 
ing according to the President’s 
instructions that he had given to 
me before. ...

Q. Did you consider that the 
various things you did Were with- 
in or outside of the scope of the 
duties that you were expected to 
perform? 

A. They were certainly outside 
—many of them were outside of

‘of my job as also an administra- 


tive assistant. (Vaughan here ex- 
Plained that the White House re- 
ceives “several truckloads” of mail 
daily which requires administra- 
tive handling). 

Q. Now, you did refer, that in

The Deep Freezers. 


O’Conor questioned him further 
about Bennett’s overseas trips.

Q. (By O’Conor). There has 
been testimony in regard to one 
of the requests concerning Mr.

A. I saw a facsimile of that in 
the public press. Let me state 
right at the beginning that the 
President never heard of this; the 
President was not interested in 
any trip that John Maragon 
would take or, in fact, the Pres- 
ident wasn’t interested in any de- 
tail of Maragon’s business or life 
or anything. 
fs Did he know anything about 
it? : 

A. Oh, no, he knew nothing 
about it. He never heard of it. 
As I recall, this notation is made 
on this letter by someone. Al) I 
saw was some initials, “L. S.” or 
whatever they were. This, I un- 
derstand, was a person who got 
this impression from a conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Shipley, Mrs. Ship- 
ley got this impression from a 
conversation with me. Is that cor- 
rect, sir? 

(Vaughan then explained that 
the letter was written by his sec- 
retary while he was enroute home 
from a European trip. O’Conor 
asked whether he had told Mrs.

I have every reason to 
believe in some way or other she 
got that impression . .. but I cer- 
tainly never said that the Presi- 
dent was interested.

Questioned by McCarthy. 


Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, touching first on the deep 
freezers and then on Maragon, 
took up the questioning. 


Q. When did you first learn 
that Mr. Maragon had been picked 
up in New York for attempting 
to smuggle. ... 

A. I don’t recall the exact time, 
or how long, but it was somé time 
after that, and when he gave me 
his story, he also gave me the 
explanation that it was all a mis- 
take, and that the department, 
either Treasury or Justice, I don’t 
recall which it was, were com- 
pletely satisfied. It was all 
washed up, in other words. 


Q. At the time you recommend- 
ed him for this rather important 
mission to. Greece, before you 
wrote that letter of recommenda- 
tion which.we have before us, 
did you take the trouble to check 
Mr. Maragen‘s background? 

A. No; I thought I knew Mr. 
Maragon’s background. I mean, 
I didn’t—well, I didn’t know 
whether Mr. Maragon had a 
background; it never occurred to 
me; he was a Senate Office 
Building character. 

Q. You know that he had been 


accused in criminal cases, did 
you” 

A. In criminal 
mean in smuggling? 

Q. No, more than smuggling. 

A. No, I never heard of that. 

Q. You are sure of that? 

A. Yes, sir. ~ 

(McCarthy said he would go 
into the “criminal background” 
matter later.) 

Took Maragon’s Word. 


Q. Now, at the time that you 
wrote this letter recommending 
Mr. Maragon, you say at that time 
you had infggmation to the effect 
that customS were satisfied with 
Mr. Maragon’s story? 

A. Well, when Mr. Maragon told 
me, along with telling me of the 
incident, he told me it was all 
fixed up, and customs was satis- 
fied. 

Q. Do you know that at that 
time customs was not satisfied, 
they were still holding the per- 
fume? 

A. No, I didn’t know that. 

Q. You didn’t know that. Did 
you take any trouble to check to 
see what the facts were in .the 
smuggling case? . 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

Q. You Knew the matter was 
pending before Justice; did you 
know that? 

A. No, I did not. 

Q. With all of the information 
which you today have on Mr. 
Maragon, do you think you made

Q. As of today you think you 
would still recommend him? 

A. I think so, yes. 

Job as Veterans’ Co-ordinator. 


(McCarthy then went into 
Vaughan’s duties as Co-ordinator 
of Veterans Affairs. Vaughan ex- 
plained he was “a sort of referee 
at the White House level” on mat- 
ters affecting veterans’ interests.) 

Q. In other words, your task 
was to do whatever you could to 
improéve the situation of the vet- 
erans, right? 

A. That is right, or I think

That it was important for 
your friends to get this permit im- 
mediately? 

A. I' explained to him-—I may 
have, I don’t recall.

On Photograph in Hunt’s Office 


of those whose photos adorned 
Hunt's office walls, but the in- 
scription on it read: “To Col. J. 
V. Hunt with every good wish, 
sincerely W. Waylen Brooks 1944.” 

Representatiye Melvin Price, 
East St. Louis, was among those 
in Hunt’s picture gallery. His 
photo was inscribed: “In remem- 
brance of our pleasant visit to 
Camp Lee, fro your friend— 
Best Wishes, Mel Price.” 

The pictures include those of 31 
Senators of former Senators and 
35 House members. Among them 
are those of two members of the 
Senate subcommittee investigating 
five percenters — Senators Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, and 
Margaret Chase Smith (Rep.), 
Maine. Both were autographed.

Q. With this information beforg 
you, do you think you were duped 
a bit? 


A. No, that has no bearing on 
this that I can see,-Senator. t 

Q. Did you not think that Helis 
owned part of the track? | 

A. I might have gotten that im 
pression. He certainly came in an 
wanted courtesies extended tp 
these people. Whether he owned 
part of the track or was a friend 
of Mori’s, that was of no concern 
of mine. 

Q. You went over and told Mr. 
Woods a new man. owned the 
track?

NAMES FOR VOTE 
UN GASOLINE TAX 
BEGINS THIS WEEK 


Petitions for Referendum 
Must Have 5 Pct. of 
Voters in Two-Thirds 
of Congressional Dis- 
tricts to Suspend Law.’

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 30— 
Opposition to Gov. Forrest Smith’s 
law increasing the state gasoline 
tax from 2 cents a gallon to 4 
cents, with allocation of 1 cent of 
the increase for expenditure on 
roads selected by the politically 
organized county courts, will get 
in full swing by the end of this 
week, when the circulation of 
referendum petitions will start. 


The opposition to the Governor’s 
road tax increase plan is headed’ 
by the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri, and oil and bus and truck 
interests. Headquarters in the 
referendum campaign will be in 
the offices of the Automobile Club 
in St. Louis. 

Gov. Smith delayed signing the 
road bill until almost the last day 
permissible under the Constitution, 
thus narrowing to a few weeks 
the time for circulation of the 
referendum petitions and their 
legal filing with the Secretary of 
State. The petitions must be filed 
not later than Oct. 14. 

Signatures Required. 

Under the Constitution, the peti- 
tions, in order to suspend the 
operation of the law and to sub- 
mit it to a vote at the general 
election in November, 1950, must 
be signed by five per cent of the 
legal voters in each of two-thirds 
of the 13 Congressional districts. 
The total vote for Governor in 
1948 is taken as the basis of the 
number of legal voters. 

This would require about 55,000 
names, but the organizers of the 
referendum campaign plan to cir- 
culate the petitions in all the 
Congressional districts, and, if 
possible, to obtain the required 
five per cent in each district. 

It is their expectation that the 
proper number of signatures can 
be obtained in not more than four 
weeks, leaving two weeks to check 
the lists for possible duplications 
before they are filed. 


Governor’s Appeal. 


The Governor appealed to voters 
to refuse to sign the petitions 
when he signed the bill Saturday, 
charging that the opposition came 
from special interests. 

He has under consideration the 
introduction of a bill in the Legis- 
lature, when it reconvenes next 
month to provide for a special 

lection on the referendum if it 
s ordered. He has told persons 
interested in réad legislation that 
he has obtained a legal opinion to 
the effect that a special election 
may be ordered by the Legislature. 

He expressed the opinion that 
there would be a better chance of 
defeating the referendum in a 
special election, when a smaller 
vote would be cast, than at the 
Zeneral election. While the Con- 
stitution authorizes the Legisla- 
ture to order a special election on 
a referendum, there might be some 
legal question as to whether that 
power could be exercised retro- 
actively, that is on a bill passed 
and beyond the control of the Leg- 
islature. 

Legal Question. 

It is doubtful that the admin- 
-dstration would try to put through 
such a bill before it became cer- 
tain that the referendum petitions 
had a sufficient number of sign- 
ers. As both houses of the Legis- 
lature will not be in session until 
Oct. 11, and as the petitions will 
be filed not later than Oct. 14, a 
question will arise as to the legal 
effect of such a law on a referen- 
dum which had already been or- 
dered by petitions. 

The Governor said in effect in 
his statement that pressure would 
be brought to bear on Secretary 
of State Walter H. Toberman to 
attempt to induce him to refuse 
to accept the petitions on the 
ground that the legislation was 
necessary for the preservation of 
the peace, health and safety of the 
people of the state, the Constitu- 
tion excepting from laws subject 
to referendum those which comes 
within the peace, health and safe- 
ty designation. 

If the Secretary of State should 
reject the petitions, the promoters 
of the referendum plan to bring 
a mandamus action in an effort 
to force him to accept them. 

The printing of the blank pe- 
_titions is expected to be com- 
' pleted by this evening. Their dis- 
- tribution to circulators, who have 
. been organized, will begin imme- 
diately, It is said that all persons 
handling the petitions will be vol- 
unteers and that there will be no 
paid circulators.

GAETANO VIVIANO SUED 
OVER PROMISE 10 WED 


Mrs. Eunice Baer Seeks $100,- 
000, Says They Exchanged 
Pledges in 2948. 


Suit for $100,000, alleging breach 
of promise, was filed today in 
circuit court at Clayton by Mrs. 
Eunice Schlueter Baer, 1445A Ran- 
kin avenue, Richmond Heights, 
against Gaetano Viviano, 1176 
Center drive, Richmond Heights, 
one of the founders of the V. 
Viviano Macaroni company. 


The petition alleges Viviano and 
Mrs, Baer in September 1948 ex- 
changed promises to marry, that a 
“reasonable time” has elapsed 
since then, but that he has refused 
and still refuses to marry Mrs. 
Baer, a widow, who remains 
“ready and willing” to carry out 
her own promise. Mrs. Baer is 51 
years old, Viviano is 63. 


Damages are sought for Mrs. 
Baer’s alleged “great mental suf- 
fering” because of humiliation and 
embarrassment resulting from the 
knowledge of her relatives and 
friends that Viviano had failed to 
carry out his promise. In addition, 
the petition cites “great efforts 
and considerable time” on Mrs.

DEFEAT OF DEFENSE RIDER 
SEEMS TO SHELVE ECONOMY 


Senate Rejects Plan for 5 to 10 Pct. Budget 


Cut — Proposal Lacks Necessary 
Two-Thirds , Vote. 


Today in 


Congress 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
A Senate economy drive which 
had built up steam for months ap- 
peared bogged down at last today 
following final Senate action—long 
overdue—on billions of dollars in 
appropriations. 

In the final voting yesterday on 
a $14,800,000,000 defense money 
bill, economy advocates showed a 
good majority. Pushing an amend- 
ment that would have required 
President Truman to cut Govern- 
}ment expenses 5 to 10 per cent, 
they got a total of 49 votes against 
28 for the opposition. 

But that was not enough. It 
fell three votes short of the two- 
thirds margin which Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley, the Senate’s presid- 
ing officer, had ruled necessary. 

That appeared to put the whole 
economy —— over until the 
1950 congressional campaigns, in 
which it is expected to be a major 
issue, 

The vote on the rider was first 
announced as 48 to 29. Two and 
one-half hours later it was offi- 
cially changed to 49-28 when Sen- 
ator Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, aske 
ator Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
asked and got unanimous Senate 
Consent to change his vote. He 
said he had thought he was voting 
for the “rider” when he voted 


“no.” 
Victory for Lucas. 

The proposed rider would have 
required Truman to chop from 
two to four and a half billion dol- 
lars,from the estimated 45 billion 
dollars he asked Congress to au- 
thorize for Government spending 
this fiscal year, which started 
July 1. 

Final congressional action on the 
defense measure and five other 
major Money bills is stalled until 
conference committees reach 
agreement on differences between 


the Senate and House and the 
compromises are cleared by both 
houses. The differences involve 
bills totaling nearly 30 billion dol- 
lars, or about three-fourths of the 
federal expenditures. 

Minimum Wage Status. 

Democratic leader Lucas of Tili- 
nois promised Senators a week’s' 
vacation if they will pass a bil] 
raising minimum wages from 40 to 
75 cents an hour by tomorrow 
night. 

The G.O.P, leaders, Senators 
Taft of Ohio and Wherry of Ne- 
braska, told a reporter they prob- 
ably would go along with Lucas’s 
suggestion, which includes night 
sessions tonight and tomorrow if 
necessary. The proposed Senate 
recess would extend over Labor 
day through next Tuesday. 

Thirty House members held a 
10-minute session, continuing its 
unofficial vacation. The Senate 
last week rejected a resolution 
that would have let the House re- 
cess formally. 

Fair Employment Bill. 

Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, chairman of the House 
Rules committee, disclosed after 
a White House call that the Pres- 
ident had asked for early action 
on the FEPC bill, which is pend- 
ing in Sabath’s committee. 

The bill is one of the most con- 
troversial in the President’s “civil 
rights” progfam, and is consider- 
ed certain to encounter a South- 
ern filibuster if it reaches the 
Senate. 

Other bills on which the Presi- 
dent asked for action when the 
House «returns from its current 
vacation included aid to Korea, 
a $100,000,000 public works plan- 
ning bill, expansion of social se- 
curity, and statehood for Alaska 
and Hawaii.

VA Spokesman Says Veterans 
Paid Levy on Salaries— 
100,000. Forms Issued. 


The special G.I, insurance divi- 
dend, to be paid to World War II 
veterans early next year, will not 
be subject to federal or state in- 
come tax, a Veterans Administra- 
tion spokesman here said today, 

It was pointed out that veter~ 
ans’ salaries had been taxed at 
the time they were paid and, since 
insurance premiums were paid out 
of salary with no deduction alk 
lowed, a levy against the dividend 
would amount to double taxation. 

Meanwhile, an estimated 100,000 
application forms for the dividend 
were issued here yesterday by va- 
rious agencies. The St. Louis 
postoffice and its branches, which 
extend to the major suburbs, gave 
out at least 75,000 blanks, a spokes- 
man. said. 

Although many veterans filled 
out the forms and mailed them 
immediately, there was no notices 
able increase in the load of income 
ing mail at the post’offices, it was 
said. The forms wert segregated 
by postal workers and put in 
Special pouches addressed to the 
VA at Washington. 

VA officials warned against too 
much haste in completing the 
forms. Some applications received 
at Washington yesterday had been 
improperly filled out, some vet- 
erans forgetting to sign their 
names, others making erroneous 
entries because of failure to read 
the instructions. 

About 215,000 veterans in St. 
Louis and eastern Missouri will re- 
ceive dividends, averaging $175, on 
National Service Life policies is- 
sued between Oct. 8, 1940, and

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550 LEWIN METALS STRIKERS 
RETURNING AFTER AGREEMENT 


The 550 members of the CIO 
Progressive Metal Workers’ Coun- 
cil, Local 246, who have been on 
strike at the Lewin Metals Corp.’s 
Monsanto (Ill.) plant for more 
than five weeks, were returning to 
work today, following ratification 
of a tentative agreement between 
the local and the firm last night. 


Immediate cause of the strike 
was a difference over the method 
of determining seniority in the 
event workers were to be laid off. 
Under the agreement, ratified by 
the local 310 to 185, layoffs will be 
determined by seniority on a 
plant-wide basis, rather than by 
departments. 

Talks on other issues to be in- 
cluded in a contract between the 
two groups will be held in Oc- 
tober. They include wage rises, 
pensions, insurance and paid Va- 
cations. The strike began last 
July 19,

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PROTEST OVER MOVING 


BOLIVIA DRAFT 
ALL CITZENS A 
REVOLT SPREADS 


Reservists Called to Col- 

- ors — Rebels Control 
Ail Large Cities Except 
the Capital. 


LA PAZ, Aug. 30 (AP)—Fight- 
ing for survival against a spread- 
ing rightist revolution, the Bo- 
livian Government today began a 
draft of all citizens. 

Reservists, 20 to 24 years old, 
were called to.the colors in La Paz 
and orders for mobilization have 


been issued to ail men 19 to 50. 
They will be called on to fight the 
revolt against the middle-of-the- 


road government which broke out | 


in scattered sections Saturday and 
now controls all Bolivia’s large 
cities except La Paz. 

Greatest government efforts so 
far have been directed against 
Cochabamba, a city of 90,000 south- 
east of La Paz, where the rebels 
are strongly entrenched. 

Town Bombed Again. 

Air force planes bombed the 
town yesterday for the third time, 
but reports said they did little 
damage. The raids terrorized the 
inhabitants, however, and indigna- 
tion against the act seems to have 
added new recruits tothe re- 
bellion. 

The planes, after dropping their 
bombs on Cochabamba, flew on to 
the garrison town of Camiri to 
pick up troops for an attack on 
Sucre. In a lightning reverse play, 
the planes themselves were seized 
at Camiri by the insurgents; the 
government troops they were sent 
to pick up had deserted to the 
rebels. : 

Reports at La Paz said loyal 
ground forces were in the act of 
occupying the airport at Cocha- 
bamba. 

Late today, two rebel planes 

dropped mortar shells on the La 
Paz airport and a nearby military 
college. A Government spokes- 
man said they did no damage. The 
rebels are using mortar shells be- 
cause they have no bombs, he 
said. 
The revolution\sts, members of 
the National Revolutionary party 
(MNR), are apparently still in 
contro] of Santa Cruz, Potosi and 
Sucre, all southeast of La Paz 
Reports yesterday said the gar- 
risons in the extreme north had 
also gone over to the rebels, 
which, if true, spread the revolt 
countrywide. 

Labor unions, which normally 
figure prominently in unrest here, 
have declared a policy of strict 
neutrality in what they call a 
“purely political” fight. 

Leftists Bar Support. 

All political parties except the 
Revolutionary Left (PIR) have 
pledged support to Acting Presi- 
dent Mamerto Urriolagoitia. The 
PIR is a Marxist group which de- 
nies any connection with ' world 
Communism. 

The present government Was 
elected following an _ uprising 
against the MNR, then in control, 
in 1945. It governs 4,000,000 per-

Following is the tezt of the 
statement issued today by 
Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan 
of St. Louis at the Senate 
five *percenter investigation:

here. . 

I have the honor of serving as 
the military aide te the President. 
‘My association with President 
Truman covers a period of some 
30 years. Since 1941, except for 
my overseas duty with the Army, 
'T have served him as secretary 
and later as military aide, By 
‘reason of this experience, My 

duties in serving the President 
|have not been limited to military 
‘matters but have also included 
‘other administrative functions. 

Inquiries from persons having 
business with various Government 
agencies come to my attention in 
my capacity as a member of the 

White House staff. The steps 

taken by me in response to such 

inquiries have been for the pur- 
pose of assisting people in tran- 
sacting business with the appro- 
priate agencies of their Govern- 
ment. In most such cases the 
people I assisted were not friends 
of mine in any way; in a few 
cases the people involved had 
been known to me or were old 
friends. 
In all such matters I followed 
‘the practice of extending aid 
‘whenever that could properly be 
idone, At no time have I tried 
‘to cause a Government official to 
'take any action which he did not 
consider proper and in the best 
) interests of the Government, 
0 Participation by Truman.

Now let me refer to specific’ 
matters which have been men- 
itioned before this committee.

| Hunt for about five years, having 
met him when he was with the 
Quartermaster General and I was 
assigned _to the Truman commit- 
tee. Our relationship has been 
friendly. To the best of my recol- 
lection, he has never asked and 


I have never aided him in any 


matter with a Government agency.

Mr. Hathorn 
or to any Government employe 
that I would “get his job’ if he 
refused to grant a request which 
he sincerely regarded as improper 
or’ that I would be instrumental 
in’ rewarding him for betraying 
his public trust. I, therefore, must 
and do deny that I urged Mr, Hat- 
horn to adopt any particular 
course of action in the matter of 
Allied Molasses Co, or that I made 
any threats to him. 

I can only say that the Hathorn 
tale is an out-and-out fantasy in 
so far as it relates to me. 
Whether there was a misunder- 
standing by Mr. Hathorn or 
whether someone impersonated me 
in a telephone conversation with 
Mr. Hathorn, I do not know. 

There is nothing to conceal in 
my record as a public servant. I 
will answer any questions you 
may wish to ask. I have dis- 
charged *my duties honestly and 
to the best of my ability. 


SUICIDE VERDICT RETURNED 
IN HIRAM NORCROSS DEATH 


SEVEN OAKS, England, Aug. 
30 (AP)—A coroner’s inquest de- 
cided today that Hiram Norcross, 
42-year-old American oil man, 
committed suicide by cutting his 
throat with a penknife. 

Norcross was found. dead in a 
ditch last Friday between Hever 
and Edenbridge, Kent, where he 
lived with his wife, the former 
Miss Emily Westwood Lewis, of 
St. Louis, Mo., and their two small 
daughters.

The danger is not apparent 
here, because Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder and other Ad- 
ministration advocates of business 
as usual are sitting on the crisis, 
like so Many nervous hens hatch- 
ing time bombs, yet it is impor- 
tant to try to understand what is 
happening. 

The first danger is in Europe. 
Unless bold counter-measures are 
taken, the British are now ex- 
pected to go bankrupt within the 
next six to 18 months. This 
means the end of Britain as a 
great power. In turn, this means 
the destruction of the whole pain- 
fully built western front of re- 
sistance to Soviet aggression. 

British Reaction to Peril. . 


The British reaction to the 
threat of bankruptcy is already 
apparent. It is, first, to try to 
erect an autarchic economic sys- 
tem within the sterling bloc, in- 
sulated against the United States 
and the rest of the’ world. Sec- 
ond, to cut British commitments 
abroad to the bone. Third, to 
make barter deals with the Soviet 
Union and the Soviet sphere. 

As final bankruptcy approaches, 
these reactions will be intensified. 
The attempt to insulate Britain 
from the United States will in it- 
self rupture the partnership 
which is the strategic basis of 
American policy. With British 
economic and strategic commit- 
ments cut much further, the long 
arc of British power, stretching 
from Hong Kong through Asia 
and the heart of Europe to the 
British Isles, will begin to 
crumble. 

Finally, the cry for political as 
well as economic deals with the 
Soviets, already heard on the Brit- 
ish left, will become much louder. 
One can almost read the editor- 
jals in advance: “Our choice — 
Yank bombers on British soil or 
Russian wheat in British mouths.” 

It is British power, married 
to American power, that gives 
meaning to all the plans for the 
defense of western Europe. 
From the Truman Doctrine to 
the military aid program, the 
basic purpose of American poli- 
cy has been to give Europe con- 
fidence, and thus strengthen 
the center against the extremes 
of right and left. Already the 
cut in the military aid program 
has weakened this confidence. 
The disintegration of British 
power will destroy it at a stroke. 

The result in France, for ex- 
ample, is sure to be a general 
running for cover. DeGaulle will 
gain on the right, and the Com- 
munists on the left, while the 
center pursues an “understand- 
ing” with the Kremlin on al- 
‘most any terms. 

The same pattern holds for 


in Europe and in Asia, is now 


all Europe. With Britain down, 
Europe will become a sort of 
mush. The Russians, whose 
great rearmament effort is al- 
ready nearing completion, will 
need to use, not force, but the 
mere threat of force, to con- 
sume the mush. 

This is why the best expert 
estimates appear to be that it 
will require only about two 
years to produce another world 
war if Britain collapses as a 
great feower. 

Situation in Asia. 

On the other hand, the process 
which is now going on in Asia 
will require a longer time, al- 
though it is equally sure to end 
in war if it is allowed to con- 
tinue indefinitely. This process 
amounts to an attempt to create 
a new greater East Asia co- 
prosperity sphere, this time under 
Soviet auspices. 

China is almost gone. The next 
target is Southeast Asia, which 
was also Japan’s target after the 
conquest of China was almost 
complete. After Southeast Asia, 
the objective is Japan itself, as 
the major Soviet efforts to train 
Communist shock troops of re- 
patriated Japanese soldiers 50 
clearly suggest. 

If Southeast Asia goes, Japan 
should not prove a difficult target, 


unless American troops are to’ 


hold Japan indefinitely by brute 
force. China and Southeast Asia 
comprise Japan’s whole natural 
trading area, and economic pres- 
sure alone could be enough ulti- 
mately to bring Japan into the 
Soviet sphere, 
Power Balance at Stake. 

With Japan’s industrial poten- 
tial added to the great riches and 
huge population of Southeast 
Asia and China, and the whole 
area under Soviet control, a vast 
upset in the world power balance 
will have occurred. It is worth 
recalling that we fought a long 
cruel war with Japan to prevent 
such an upset in the balance of 
power. It is also worth recalling 
that Japan was not a European 
power, and the Soviet Union is. 

All this need not happen. 

It will not happen if the United 
States faces the alternatives. The 
power, the wealth, the energy and 
the ingenuity of this country are 
sufficient to meet and overcome 
the crises now confronting us. 

One alternative is to make the 
necessary extra effort, with the 
realization that this effort may 
be like an insurance policy which 
must continue for a long time. 

The other alternative will be to 
avoid all effort and sacrifice, and 
continue business as usual. This 
will be precisely like grudging the 
money for fire insurance with a 
powerful arsonist loose in the dis- 
trict.

E. Robert de Luccia, chief of the 
Bureau of Power of the Federal 
Power Commission, and Maj.

R. C. Crawford, deputy. chief of 
the Army Engineers. 

Function of Board. 

The board will not try to de- 
termine the feasibility of the proj- 
ect and the approximate cost. 
That will take an elaborate engi- 
neering study.

He proposed — constructing 
dams to form two great podls, a 
high-level pool on the New Bruns- 

wick side of Passamaquoddy bay 
and a low-level pool in Cobscook 
bay, an arm of Passamaquoddy, 
on the Maine side. 

The theory was that the sea 


] 
would be impounded at high tide 


and released through turbines. 
The tides in this area have an 
annual average range between 
rise and fall of about 18 feet. 

Cooper, unable to put over his 
international idea, modified it to 
encompass a smaller area in 
American waters. He then sought 
financing from the United States 
Government, In 1934 the Fed- 
eral Power Commission reported 
the project unsound and unjusti- 
fied because it would cost $40,- 
000,000 as opposed to $16,000,000 
for a comparable steam-generat- 
ing plant and because there was 
no market for the power. A Pub- 
lic Works Administration techni- 
cal board also reported adversely. 

In November 1934, the PWA ap- 
pointed a special commission to 
study the proposal and in January 
1935 this commission reported fa- 
vorably and recommended that 
the War Department be given 
$30,000,000 to finance construction 
of a single-basin project, which 
ultimately could be expanded to 
incorporate a Canadian pool, 

Estimates of Cost. 

War Department engineers 
started planning the single-basin 
project and discovered it would 
cost well over $61,000,000, while 
Bureau of Reclamation engineers, 
called in as advisers, estimated 
the cost at more than $68,000,000. 

The Army nevertheless was 
given $7,000,000 and went to work. 
The money was spent in about a 
year’s time and when Congress 
refused to put up any more the 
Army Engineers pulled out. It 
was all over, except the jokes and 
the criticism, by the end of 1936. 

Three years later Congress 
asked the FPC to take another 
look at Passamaquoddy, and the 
commission reported back in the 
spring of 1941, It remained critical 
of the American plans, chiefly on

Army Engineers’ Probe 

An investigation into the lobbying activities of 
the Army Engineers, as called for by Repre- 
sentative Sabath, has long been needed. 

It ought to show who pays the expenses of the 
two lobbying organizations of which the Army 
Engineers are virtually the holding company. It 
ought to show how the money is spent. 

It ought to show how members of Congress 
help run these two lobbies and how in turn the 
lobbies have their way in Congress through the 
‘votes of these same members. This relationship 
between lobbyists and Congressmen has been 
described as “almost incestuous” by Leslie A. 
Miller, former Governor of Wyoming and chair- 
man of the Natural Resources Committee of the 
Hoover Commission on the Reorganization of the 
Executive Department. 

An investigation ought to show how the Army 
Engineers lobby has grown to be “undoubtedly 
the most powerful lobbying and pressure group 
in the Government today,” in Mr. Miller’s words. 
How, with such power, the Army Engineers 
have “almost without exception” overruled the 
orders given to that agency by the Presidents of 
the United States, according: to Robert de Roos 
and Arthur A. Maass in Harper’s Magazine. 

What are the real interests that masquerade 
behind the Army Engineers and members of 
Congress in that super-lobby, the National Rivers 
and Harbors Comgress? How can Senator Mc- 
Clellan consider it within the bounds of pro- 
priety to serve as the president of this lobby, 
Senator Wherry and Representatives Whitting- 
ton and Case as its vice presidents, and Senator 
Holland gs a regional director? How can Con- 
gress condone giving key posts on public works 
and appropriations committees to these Senators 
and Representatives who are officials of a lobby 
working to influence these same cgmmittees? 
How do officials of the Army Engineers justify 
their ex-officio membership in this lobby? 


The same questions, particularly as to where 
tRe money comes from and how it goes, should 
be asked with respect to that less effective op- 
erating company of the Army Engineers lobby, 
the Mississippi Valley Association. 

Nationally, 76 projects totaling $2,500,000,000 
which had been held up by Presidents in the 
last eight years, many because they showed in- 
sufficient study, were taken over the Chief Ex- 
ecutive’s head by the Army Engineers and sub- 
mitted to Congress, which authorized 62.of them. 
Has this executive agency become more powerful 
than the President? 

The long and formidable record of abuses of 
power by the Army Engineers provides every in- 
centive for an investigation. 
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For Uniform State Laws 

Everyone knows that divorces can be almost 
“bought over the counter” in Nevada but that 
divorces are very difficult to obtain in New 
York. The diversity of state laws on this subject 
has caused endless trouble. Endless trouble has 
arisen, too, from the multiplicity of state laws 
governing routine business practices. 

Therefore, the National Conference of Com- 
missioners on Uniform State Laws, which ‘is 
meeting in St. Louis this week, has a commend- 
able mission. Step by step, these representa- 
tives of the 48 state Governors are trying to 
bring order out of this chaos. At the present 
meeting, the members hope to approve a 2000- 
page commercial code they have worked on since 
1942. They are also working on a code ‘of crimi- 
nal procedure, a reciprocal act to deal with non- 
support, and uniform health requirements for 
persons seeking to marry. 

Much of the present diversity is a matter of 
mere historical accident. It serves no real pur- 
pose and causes far too much trouble. Business 
in all states will save money under uniform 
state laws. The profits will be still greater be- 
cause the uniform code is distilled from the best 
elements of the separate state codes. 

The commissioners are doing an important job, 


‘and it is to be hoped that legislators will adopt 


their suggestions. 
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“Concession and Co-operation” 

The most’ serious apprehension about. the 
British-American economic talks ‘was that they 
might be carried on in an atmosphere of recrim- 
ination and hostility. The talk which President 
Truman made at the American Legion conven- 
tion in Philadelphia yesterday should help to 
quiet such fears. 

While he faced the facts soberly enough, Mr. 
Truman made it clear that there can be no 


thought of a break in the co-operation of the two . 


nations. He showed a proper regard for the 
common interests of the United Kingdom and 
the United States, and he promised that the dis- 
cussions will be carried on in a spirit of “friend- 
liness and helpfulness,” of “mutual concession 
and co-operation.” 

-The President also referréd to the differing 
problems in home politics faced by the two gov- 


- ernments. This was at least a hint that Ameri- 


can negotiators will stick to their business and 
avoid any deliberate effort to make it an issue 
in the British political campaign. No doubt, 
British politicians-will try their hand at that. It 
is their privilege. But Washington officials have 
no business mixing into that argument even in- 
directly. Such an effort would almost certainly 
be résented—perhaps by members of all British 
factions. It might well be a new version of the 
old story of a quarreling husband arid wife join- 
ing forces against an outsider. 


Equally reassuring was Mr. Truman’s state-, 
/mént that the United States is “not looking for 


trick solutions to deep-seated problems.” He 
did not specifically rule out devaluation of the 
pound, revaluation of gold or any other. “easy” 
remedies. Still, there was the clear implication 


that he would like to see a solution based on the 


realities of production, trade and economy.

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Civil War in the New World 


Bolivia’s new revolt is further proof that re- 
cent revolutions in~South America have been 
following a method and a system, the method 
being totalitarian and the system’ being reaction- 
ary. This means a kind of hemispheric civil war. 

Before the war, the United States’ Good 
Neighbor policy contributed to the growth of 
democratic governments south of the border. 
But since the war right-wing military juntas 
have overthrown the elected governments of Co- 
lumbia, Peru and Venezuela, and Bolivia is the 
latest case history for Washington to study. 

In 1946 Bolivia had what the authoritative 
“Political Handbook of the World” describes as 
“a truly popular revolution.” Dictator Villaroel 
was overthrown, civil rights were restored and 
the influence of the huge Patino tin mining in- 
terests was diminished considerably. -Yet in 
seven months, Bolivia’s middle-road government 
has had to thwart one revolt, defeat another and 
engage itself with a third. 

The confused pattern of these revolts involves 


right-wing leaders, left-wing allies and outside . 


influence. Bolivian leaders charge that Villa- 
roel’s plotters found sanctuary in Peru and 
Peron’s Argentina. And former President 
Herzog, before he retired in favor of President 
Urriolagoitia, felt himself caught “between the 
upper and nether millstones of the extreme 
right and Communists.” 

This was possible because of the Communists’ 
strong tactical interest in chaos, and because 
groups struggling against inflation and poverty 
may either follow false slogans, or remain apa- 
thetic to politics. But behind all this is what 


Romulo Betancourt, former President of Vene- . 


zuela, calls “the totalitarianism of the right.” 
Betancourt, who was exiled by just such ene- 
mies, gives this intimate description of them: 


Military groups of the extreme right, 
without popular support and backed by big 
capital, seize the seat of government and set 
up a dictatorship. These neo-fascist regimes 
are ald alike ... they give the impression of 
being a family of Siamese twins, issue of one 
womb—the Argentine of Gen. Peron. 


This is exactly the pattern of “totalitarian doc- 
trine” which the sister republics pledged them- 
selves to oppose at the Bogota Conference. The 
State Department, however, feels that another 
conference ruling requires almost mechanical 
recognition of each new de facto government, 
totalitarian or not. 

Such democratic republics as Uruguay, Chile, 
Bolivia, Costa Rica, El Salvador, Guatemala and 
Cuba feel differently. They withheld recogni- 
tion of the Venezuelan dictatorship. In their 
view, recognition could lead to commercial sup- 
port: of reaction and moral defeat of democratic 
forces, or intervention on the wrong side. 

It is too soon to say whether Bolivia will be- 
come another victim of junta domination. But 
the right-wing totalitarians have repeated a - 
tern that divides peoples and crosses borders, 
destroying peace in this hemisphere. 
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Mayor Darst- Backs Up 

For all practical purposes, Mayor Darst is 
right back where he started in the argument 
over Fire Chief Frank Egenriether. He has, in 
effect, retreated to his original stubborn posi- 
tion. But because he himself had backed down 
from it earlier, it is now all the more untenable. 

After having been informed by the Mayor that 

he was willing to discuss the Fire Chief’s resig- 
nation, Mr. Egenriether called at City Hall yes- 
terday only to find that the Mayor was not in 
his office. Later, Mr. Darst repeated his state- 
ment that he is willing to see the man, but 
he added that he does not intend to restore him 
to his position. The job will go, he repeated, 
to the man making the highest score in a com- 
petitive civil service examination. 
- This looks like just another version of the 
City Administration’s squeeze play to get rid of 
Mr. :Egenriether. The Mayor knows that Per- 
sonnel Director Scearce has held that the Fire 
Chief is not eligible for the examination, that it 
is only for men of lower rank aspiring to the 
position. He also knows that the Fire Chief al- 
ready has passed the examination. And he knows 
further that, under the civil service rules, Mr. 
Egenriether is eligible for reappointment if he 
withdraws his resignation. : 

Under the circumstances, it seems an inescapa- 
ble conclusion that the Mayor simply does not 
want Mr. Egenriether back on his-old job. And 
he also seems willing to use any twist or turn 
to keep him out. This would be discouraging 
enough if it were only a matter of keeping the 
Fire Department under an experienced man. But 
there is a greater issue involved. That is the 
safeguarding of the merit system.

Looking westward across the Pacific, the 
American people are.faced by an extremely 
painful dilemma. So complicated are the 
factors involved that only a very. dogmatic 
or self-confident authority would insist on 
launching a single straight drive of policy 
forthwith. . 

The American people are most uneasily 
aware of the Communist force sweeping 
over the largest coun- 
try in Asia. These 
Communists beyond 
all doubt are friends 
and allies of the Sov- 
iet Union. But the 
Communist promises 
to the Chinese people 
are in step with the 
requirements of the 
social revolution. 
Facing them are our 
wartime allies to 
whom we have given 
support in the post- 
war civil war until 
the graft, corruption, Chiang Kai-shek 
and é$ incompetent 
leadership forced us to recognize officially 


that such action was wasted—the so-called 
“Operation Rathole.” 


If we are to be logical in our world-wide 
crusade against Communism, we. should 
continue support of the Nationalists; but 
the Kai-shek’s feudalistic Kuomin- 
tang leaders exclude this from the ibil- 
ity of success—their actions are nst 
the future well-being of the Chinese peo- 
ple. Such a conclusion, however, a “do- 
nothing” policy In the face of an increas- 
ing Red area in Asia, might endanger our 
future security. There is our dilemma. 

Is there no further alternative? 


Meet the Communists Half Way 


Could we recognize the opposition vic- 
tory—which has been inevitable—cease to 
aid the Nationalists and adopt a policy of 
friendly assistance to the Communists, on 
their request but with our own supervision? 
Whether this would be a success or not, 
our stand of positive friendship would deny 


, the usual vociferous charges of American 


imperialism. The Communists to get such 
essential aid would have to meet us half 
way. Firm American diplomacy could in- 
sure that such a condition was met. 

Such a policy, as all other policy deci- 
sions, must be a risk (calculated or just 
plain)..But the policy could rebuild Chinese 
friendship for America, It would have the 


important value of being in step with the. 


social revolution and of aiding the Chinese 
people. It also has the advantage of being 
positive, of attempting to turn our defeat 


now is all factions and segments. The olig- 
archy is in confused flight. Even if the 
United States felt that it should strongly 
oppose this current, it could find no strong 
group with popular support to continue the 
war. 

We must recognize that above all else the 
Chinese are weary of war, of killing, of 
chaos, of hunger, and of a corrupt govern- 
ment, Even if the United States furnished 
the necessary troops, money, and supplies to 
drive the Communists back, it would not 
answer the demand for social reforms. 

The fact must be accepted that ideas 
cannot be defeated by military might. There 
is no group among the Kuomintang which 
commands enough support, either in the 
army or among the leaders, which sincerely 
has -such+a.reform program in mind. The 
crucial period for the Communists is still 
ahead—militarily they have been success- 
ful. But now they must redeem their prom- 
ises of reforms. 

The Chinese in their wisdom have a 
skeptical attitude as to the near approach 
of the millennium. The validity of Commu- 
nism as the “true” way of life is yet to 
be proved. 


Only the First Round Lost 


We must face the facts in China and set 
our policy to-aid the Chinese to their goal 
of a better society—if they request it. What 
kind of aid? 

Within the frame of President Truman’s 
Point Four program it could include some 
greatly needed technical assistance. It could 
include public loans through the Export- 
Import Bank or through the ECA ma- 
chinery, proper supervision; pri- 
vate lending following the establishment of 
an acceptable modus operandi between the 
two governments, It could make sure of 
the continuation of the established private 
institutions engaged in education and wel- 
fare. work ‘with the Chinese. 

It is inconceivable that a policy which 
will aid the Chinese in attaining a higher’ 
standard of living could be fundamentally 
at odds with the international policy of 
the American people. 

But mofe than this, we must reorient our 
thinking and stop considering the present 
struggle in terms of military strategy. 
Ideas do not lend themselves to major 
fronts and holding action. 

We must see that we have lost only the: 
first round in Asia. Of greater importance 
we must see that today is the day of deci- 
sion in the Far East. Japan, 
Indo-China, Indo , Malaya, Burma, and 
India all have the same environment pat- 
tern as China, Poverty, hunger, and disease 
are’ rampant. . ' 

A positive program to help these people 
lift themselves from the morass is the only 
tenable solution. If we don’t the champions

Implausible Entertainment 
THE FREEHOLDER, by Joe David Brown. (William Mor- 
row & Co., 340 pgs., $3.) 

If the only purpose of a novel is to enter- 
tain rather than present a true picture of 
the phase of life with which it deals, “The 
Freeholder” is good fiction. 

Horatio Trench was a red-haired giant 
who craved freedom because. in his boy- 
hood and young manhood he didn’t have 
much of it. A London waif born in Yar- 
mouth Gaol, he was “adopted” from the 
Waif’s Home by a cordage maker who 
treated him brutally. In a fight he killed 
the cordage maker and made his way to 
America, paying for his passage with five 
years of his life under an apprenticeship to 
a. planter who promptly and incredibly 
made him overseer of his plantation. 


After that, one unbelievable event suc- 
ceeded another. First, our hero had to 
fight an uppity slave and almost kill him 
to establish his mastery, after which he 
and the black man became like brothers. 
The plantation owner’s daughter fell in love 

E with him, © without 
any intention of mar- 
rying him. Her very 
amiable father, sus- 
pecting nothing, 
treated his inden- 
tured overseer as an 
equal and, because 

the overseer got a 

lot of work out of 

the slaves, schemed 
to keep him on the 
plantation after his 
indenture expired. 
: Trench discovered the 
scheme and went 
away in a rage, tak- 
ing with him the 
Negro whose freedom he had bought, and 
with the Negro as his companion, startéd 
life anew as a freeholder in the Big Bend 
country. And so it goes, entertaining and 
sometimes exciting. It could have happened 
but it doesn’t sound plausible. 

Whenever the interest begins to lag the 
author throws in a fight, the most brutal 
and bloody that he can think up. The first 
one was in the Waifs’ home when Trench 
was just a kid, but it was plenty bloody. 
Then when he got through killing the cord- 
age maker the corpse wasn’t fit to look at. 
His fight with the slave left nothing in the 
way of brutality to be desired. Finally he 
fought a cheating land-grabber in the Big 
Bend country in the dark with pistols and 
knives and killed the fellow. | 

Big Horatio Trench always came out on 
top, though he had to take a lot of punish- 
ment. The only time he was really licked 
was when a chit of a girl took him into 
camp by asking him to marry her. |

The British Crisis Poses Tough Problems 


MERICAN officials who have recently visited London bring 

back word of a split in the Labor Cabinet. It is a split over 

the timing of an election that will test the popularity of the 
Labor party’s wide-ranging welfare measures. 


One group that is said to be 
headed by Herbert Morrison 
wanted an election this summer. 
The argument was for an imme- 
diate showdown with the Con- 
servatives who }: Fi

with Winston 
Churchill lead- 
ing the attack. | 
The alternative 4%

The . showdown-now _ faction 
argue that even a defeat is prefer- 
able to trying to cope with the 
present crisis. Let the Tories 
come in, so the argument goes, 
and they will have to administer 
the bitter pill of cutting down the 
British standard of living. Under 
those circumstances a Conserva- 
tive government would not have 
’ @ long lease on life. 


But another and, apparently, the 
dominant group is for going on 
to the end of the five-year term. 
To throw in the sponge now would 
be cowardly evasion, this group 
insists. Furthermore, they do not 
trust the Conservatives in power. 


Belling the Cat. 


This report does, however, point 
up the political dilemma of the 
current money crisis. On both 
sides of the Atlantic, the officials 
and experts who will try to work 
out at least a temporary solution 
must constantly be aware of the 
short political leash on which 
they will be restrained. 

The ancient fable about the 
mice who decided the time had 
come to put a warning bell on the 
cat that was decimating their 
numbers expresses the political 
problem in Britain. The British 
people must be told that they are 
living beyond their means and 
that the betterment in the lot of 
some of the population has been 
largely thanks to a set of compli- 
cated Government controls. Those 
controls have suppressed and con- 
cealed, but not eradicated the 
postwar inflation. 

But who is to carry out this 
grim task? For a generation and 
more, the rank and file of British 
Laborites have been conditioned 
to believe that the coming of So- 
cialism would bring a host of 
benefits. ;

Conscious of Congress. 


Here at home, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder, head of the 
American delegation, and Secre- 
tary of State Acheson will be 
acutely conscious of Congress and 
the wide hostility to the Labor 
Government exhibited in a section 
of the American press. It can be 
stated flatly that there is no in- 
tention to ask Congress for any 
further powers to meet the emer- 
gency. This may well be because 
it is pretty obvious that an impa- 
tient and weary Congress would 
be most unlikely to grant any ad- 
ditional power or authorization. 

Acheson has on many occasions 
made his stand clear. The rock 
of his conviction is that co-opera- 
tion with the United Kingdom and 
the British Commonwealth is im- 
perative to the security of the 
United States. As a consequence, 
the secretary has been the target 
of a resurgent isolationism that 
propagandizes against any more 
agreements with the hated British. 


The Problem of Co-operation. 


But how to carry out this co- 
operation, in view of Britain’s dire 
plight, is something else again. 
Any proposal that the British ex- 
perts feel is on a scale sufficient 
to correct the unbalance draining 
off London’s reserves would have 
to be referred to Congress for ap- 
proval. So what the men on both 
sides of the conference table are 
likely to come back to is a tem- 
porary truce that will carry Brit- 
ain through the months immedi- 
ately ahead. 

Then the business of facing up 
to realities, political and economic, 
will have to begin in earnest. That 
is a process bound to cause pain 
and anguish. And the longer it 
is postponed, the more painful it 
will be.

This did not sound quite positive 
enough, and she added, “He’s 
wonderful.”

Medical Association Cites 
Provision of Truman Pro- 
posal It Calls Socialistic. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
American Medical Association of- 
ficers late yesterday issued 16 
points in opposition to President 
Truman's national medical insur- 
ance plan. 

All were intended to show that 
under this national insurance, bu- 
reaus would control doctors and 
patients. They were handed out 
in writsing at a meeting of A.M.A. 
officers, and reporters and writ- 
ers who were invited to ask queés- 
tions. 

The 16 points were stated by 
Dr. E. L. Henderson, president- 
elect of the A.M.A. 

“Here,” he said, “are a few of 
the actual provisions of the com- 
pulsory health insurance Dill 
which will definitely mark it as a 
step toward socialism. Under it, 
a ‘National Health Insurance 
Board’ would be empowered to: 

“1, Approve or disapprove 
each state plan for administer- 
ing the compulsory health insur- 
ance plan. 

“2. Administer the program in 
any state that failed to get its 
plan approved; or failed to sub- 
mit a plan or comply with a 
plan that has been approved. 

“8 Allot to each state what 
the board cohsiders to be a fair 
share of the national health in- 
surance fund. 

“4. Set maximum limits for 
the number of patients any ane 
doctor could take on in each 
area of the country. 

“5 Establish @ standards of 
skill and experience for special- 
ists. 

“6. Decide what constitutes 
‘reasonable and equitable’ com- 
pensation for doctors and all 
others who work under the 
health plan. 

“7. Make regulations designed 
to alleviate medical shortages in 
rural are: 

“8. Modify the regulation 
that no patient can see a spe- 
cialist without first having his 
visit certified as necessary by 
his panel general practitioner— 
if such modification will not ‘un- 
reasonably’ add to the costs of 
the program. 

“9 Establish required stand- 
ards for hospitals, nurses and 
persons furnishing auxiliary 
services. 

“10. Set the maximum rates 
to be paid hospitals for benefits 
provided under the plan. 

“11, Determine and regulate 
what in-patient services—includ- 
ing physician and laboratory 
services—are ‘essential to good 
hospital care.’ 

“12. Determine and _ regulate 
what auxiliary services—includ- 
ing X-ray and pathological serv- 
inces, drugs and special appli- 
ances—are ‘practicable and es- 
sential to good health care.’ 

“13. Decide and regulate how 
‘rapidly and completely’ all med- 
ical and hospital services should 
be made available to persons 
eligible. 

“14. Limit or cut out all den- 
tal, home-nursing or auxiliary 
services whenever ‘personnel or 
facilities or funds’ were found 
to be inadequate. 

“15. Set up ‘impartial tribunals 
to afford hearings to people with 
complaints.’ 

“16. Make all. regulations and 
standards specifically authorized 
to be made in this title and such 
other regulations not inconsis- 
tent with this title as may be 
necessary. 

“You will want to know what 
Kind of a board will have these 
extroardinary powers. The  per- 
sonnel of this board would consist 

of the surgeon general of the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service, 
the Commissioner for Social Se- 
curity and three presidential ap- 
pointees, at least one of them a 
physician.”

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Fact-Finding Board Offers 
~ To Mediate Steel Dispute

producers had at first rejected his 
fact finding scheme, challenged 
them with the telegram: “Surely 
you are not afraid to have your 
side of this dispute examined in 
the public interest?” 

But at the hearing the steel 
firms have charged that the fact- 
finding procedure—although rec- 
ommendations of the board are not 
to be binding—was a step toward 
compulsory arbitration (which 
neither the companies nor the 
unions want); that it “repealed 
collective bargaining”; and that 
it by-passed the Taft-Hartley law 
with its 80-day injunctions against 
strikes which would create na- 
tional emergencies. 

If it by-passed the Taft-Hartley 
law injunction feature, it is on the 
point of by-passing still another 
aspect of that law. 

The Mediation Offer. 

It was in recognition of the 
tremendous responsibility which 
rests on it that the board offered 
its services in mediation of the 
dispute. John A. Stephens, vice 
president of the United States 
Steel Corp. in charge of industrial 
relation, said last night the deci- 
pion on acceptance of the board 
das mediator, rather than utiliza- 
tion of the independent United 
States Mediation and Conciliation 
Service set up in the Taft-Hart- 
ley law, would have to be decided 
by the companies individually. 

“The best guess was that the 
board’s offer to mediate would 
not be accepted. Some steel men 
Tegarded this as handing the 
board a two-edged sword—if it 
didn’t succeed in a _ settlement 
through mediation, it could still 
submit a report to the President 
giving its recommended terms of 
settlement. Steel managers fear 
that recommended terms of set- 
tlement would marshal public opin- 
jon—probably against them—and 
it is for this reason that they talk 
of “repeal of collective bargain- 
ing” and of the fact-finding proc- 
ess with power to recommend 
terms, as a step toward compul- 
gory arbitration. 

In his statement to reporters 
that the board had offered to 
thediate the complicated dispute, 
Chairman Carroll R. Daugherty 
said: 

“I think we can say the board 
does hold that mediation is not 
beyond the range of its functions 
and we have talked to the parties, 
asking their views as to the ac- 
eeptability of mediation by this 
board. We expect to hear in the 
next day or two. 

“We asked them to consider 
whether or not that offer would 
be helpful.” 

Daugherty is professor of busi- 
fiess economics at Northwestern 
University. Serving with him. on 
the board are Samuel I. Rosen- 
man, former justice of the New 
York Supreme Court and con- 
fidant of President Roosevelt, and, 
to a lesser extent of President 
Truman, and David L. Cole, a 
lawyer, a labor arbitrator of 
Newark, N. J. Daugherty has been 
a student of steel and the economy 
for many years. Twelve years ago 
he wrote the book: “Economics of 
the Iron and Steel Industry,” pub- 
lished by McGraw-Hill & Co., 
which specializes in books dealing 
with business subjects. 

Daugherty’s opinions in that 
book were that before the NRA 
code period the steel industry, ex- 
ercising autocratic and frequently 
harsh practices, had maintained 
unilateral control over its labor 
force. The history of labor-man- 
agement relations in the industry, 
including the investigations of the 
La Follette Committee in the 1930’s 
supports that thesis. 

“*” Daugherty’s Principles. 

In the book Daugherty recom- 
mended four general principles he 
gaid should be followed. ~ 

First was that steelworkers 
should be organized. Union or- 
ganizations for collective bargain- 
ing is now, of course, the declared 
national policy of the Government, 
in the Taft-Hartley act; in the 
Wagner act which preceded it; 
and in the National Industrial Re- 
covery act, which preceded the 
Wagner’ act. 

. Second, was that union organ- 
ization, because of the integrated 
operations of the industry, should 
be on the “vertical,” rather than 
a “horizontal,” or craft union 
basis, to avoid jurisdictional dis- 
putes. This is the way the union 
organization has developed. 

Third was that collective bar- 
gaining in the industry should be 
on a national basis. This point 
is. a subject of current contro- 
versy. Most companies want 
plant-by-plant bargaining; the un- 
fon says it can’t be done that way 
because one firm, United. States 
Steel, has one third of all steel 
capacity and representatives of 
others have told the union that 
their individual bargaining ses- 
sions would have to await agree- 
ments between United States Steel 
and the union because United 
States Steel, dominating the mar- 
ket, should set the pattern. More 
will be said later in this dispatch 
about the current demand of steel 
companies, particularly the small- 
ér firms, for individual bargaining, 
and the inability of these smaller 
concerns to meet terms which 
might be acceptable to United 
States Steel. 

Daugherty’s fourth principle as 
enunciated in his book, was that 
a steel union should be demo- 
eratically operated. free from co- 
ercion by employers or autocratic 
mnion leadership. Under the lead- 
ership of Phil Murray, president 
of the union and of the CIO, that 
principle, tod, has been adopted.

pbert R. Nathan. Nathan sought 
‘to prove tuat the steel companies 
ould afford to, and should, if the 
nation is to escape a depression, 
increase purchasing power by 
granting the union the 30 cents an 
hour “wage package” it seeks. 
This “package” would 
currently payable, ‘ 


toward lessened demand, diminish- 
ing employment, and recession or 
depression. 

There were charges that Nathan 
and the union had distorted sta- 
tistics on such things as produc- 
tivity, ability to pay, cost of living, 
needs of the steel workers, and 
the general “economic environ- 
ment” in which this controversy 
is taking place. 

Technical Arguments. 

For most part these charges of 
distortion were aimed at the selec- 
tion of “base periods” against 
which a comparison may be made 
with the present economic situa- 
tion of the steelworkers. There 
were disputes, too, over the proper 
method of computing ‘ profits—a 
technical problem of accounting. 
On productivity Nathan’s system 
of calculation was disputed. This, 
again, is a very technical subject, 
involving both selection of base 
periods and something known as 
the weighted index of “product 
mix.” The last can be best ex- 
plained by the statement that 
there are more than 30 types of 
steel manufactured—some crude, 
relatively inexpensive and less 
profitable; others highly finished, 
expensive and profitable. 


How then does one arrive at a 
single price and profit margin for 
steel? It is done by a “weighted 
index.” The companies asserted 
Nathan had used the base periods 
which best served his purpose on 
such matters as productivity, abil- 
ity to pay, needs of steelworkers, 
cost of living, and economic en- 
vironment. They disputed his 
“weighted index” of steel produc- 
tion, on the ground that he had 
overstated the proportion of total 
production which goes into the 
highly finished, profitable types of 
steel, and understated the propor- 
tion of crude steel, less profitable. 
Two of the arguments made be- 
fore the board in the closing ses- 
sion ought to be recounted. 


Smaller Firms’ Contention. 


Former Secretary of War Rob- 
ert P. Patterson, appearing as 
counsel for a group of the smaller 
companies, said they deserved sep- 
arate consideration. 

In the aggregate, he said, they 
have 10 per cent of the total ingot 
production capacity of the in- 
dustry but a vital segment of it, 
such as the manufacture of tool 
steels, stainless steels, high alloy 
steels and other special types, a 
much larger percentage. 

For 47 of them, he offered fig- 
ures to show that their profits had 
declined an average of nearly 28 
per cent comparing the second 
quarter of this year with the first 
quarter. Three of the 47 lost money 
in the second quarter, and one op- 
erated at a loss in both quarters. 
But their 150,000 workers (the 
union has a membership of about 
a million) are the mainstay of the 
business life in many communities, 
Patterson said, and their vigorous 
competition was an _ insurance 
against monopoly in the industry. 
There just wasn’t any “steel in- 
dustry,” which could be considered 
as a unit which could absorb a 
uniform pattern of wage increases, 
Patterson said. 

Daugherty asked Patterson if 
historically there had not been a 
tendency of the smaller compa- 
nies to adopt the wage levels set 
by “big steel.” Patterson said he 
thought that was true. Then 
Daugherty said Patterson’s argu- 


ment seemed to if: te that the 
board, in its endations 
should propose a wi level Which 
the least profitable firms in the 
industry could endure, and ign 
the ability of more profitable fi 

to pay more in wages. q 

Argues for Flexibility. 

Patterson replied that such a 
course would, at least, encourage 
collective bargaining rather than 
wage fixing by Government 
boards. The required flexibility in 
wage rates, whic hthe smaller 
companies must have to survive, 
could be achieved by collective 
bargaining, he said. 

Board member Cole then 
brought up the point that “ability 
to pay” had been ruled out as 
one of the standards of fixing 
wage levels in arguments present- 
ed by the larger, more profitable 
companies. fPatterson said he 
thought the whole question was 
one for collective bargaining, and 
that ability to pay was but one 
of the factors considered in col- 
lective bargaining negotiations. 

“We are not asking,” said Pat- 
terson, “that every single concern 
in the industry be assured of a 
profit. We are not speaking for a 
group of speculators, for outfits 
on the fringe of the industry, for 
people that are in and out of pro- 
duction, 

“The concerns we have in mind 
have had long and useful careers 
in the life of the nation. They 
produce a considerable part of es- 
sential steel products. Some of 
them are in the forefront in re- 
search and development of new 
metals to serve the needs of the 
mechanized age we live in. 

“Their vigorous existence is a 
necessity to their employes, their 
investors, their communities, the 
markets they serve and to the na- 
tional economy.” 

Youngstown Co. Request. 

As the final spokesman for the 
industry, John C. Gall, counsel for 
the Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co., 
asked the board to recommend de- 
nial of a wage increase because 
business is on the downgrade, and 
to hold that pensions for steel 
workers are not now “bargain- 
able.” ; 

He asked the board to remand 
the insurance question to the com- 
panies and the union for further, 
collective bargaining, and, address- 
ing the union, asked it to rescind 
its strike now authorized for Sept. 
14 in the interest of full and free 
collective bargaining. 

The board heard suggestions go- 
ing all the way back to 1920 as 
suitable base periods for compari- 
son of various elements of the dis- 
pute. 

Gall came up with a new and the 
latest one, July 1948, for compari- 
son of cost of living changes. 
“Nothing has happened since 1948 
that justifies any increase in rates 
of pay,” Gall told the board. 


It was in July 1948 that the 
union concluded contracts calling 
for an increase in rates of pay; 
contracts reopenable this year, and 
expiring next April. Another wit- 
ness yesterday, Jules Backman, as- 
sociate professor of economics at 
New York University, had told the 
board that since that 1948 increase 
was granted, the consumers’ price 
index of the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics had declined by 3 per cent. 
To that extent, he said, steel work- 
ers have enjoyed a moderate in- 
crease in “real” earnings during 
the past year. 

“The record clearly shows,” said 
Backman, picking up this line of 


testimony again, “that steel work- | 


ers are in a better relative posi- 

tion than they were in 1948. 
“Wages remain high,” he contin- 

ued, “but many steel companies 


are in a financial plight as a re-} 


sult of the recession fn business 
they are now experiencing, and 
which qualified witnesses believe 
will continue for some time to 
come. 

“With the country now experi- 
encing a degree of industrial re- 
cession, this board should not 
jeopardize the prospects of a re- 
turn of confidence and industrial 
activity of indorsing a fourth 
round of wage increases.” 

Prof. Slichter’s Analysis. 

Returning once again to Back- 
man, who has testified for the 
steel companies at much greater 
length than any other spokesman 
for them, it may be well to close 
with a quotation he made from a 
speech delivered by Sumner H. 
Slichter, professor of economics 
at Harvard University. Slichter 
spoke not here but at Madison, 
Wis. He said there the recession 
would be aggravated by general 
wage increases. 

“A fourth round of wage ad- 
vances has recently been urged by 
trade union representatives as a 
method of halting the contraction 
of business. This, however is 
Alice-in-Wonderland economics. It 
amounts to saying that the way to 
sell more labor, and thus to re- 
duce employment, is to charge 
more for labor,” Slichter said. 

“The argument of the union 
spokesman is _ simple. ‘Raise 
wages,’ they say, ‘in plants where 
higher wages would not diminish 
employment very much and thus 
would mean larger payrolls. Since 
business is more or less depressed, 
employers could not pass on high- 
er wages in the form of higher 
prices. Consequently the higher 
payrolls would buy more goods. 
Greater purchase of goods would 
Mean more production and more 
employment. Hence the way to 
stop .a recession and to sell. more 
labor is to charge a higher price 
for labor—that is, to raise wages.’ 

“The argument seems too good 
to be true. Certainly if reces- 
sions can be halted merely by 
raising wages, there is no need to 
have any more recessions. Why 
have economists overlooked this 
simple method of keeping the 
economy stable? There is obvious- 
ly a catch.”

‘Some Outdoor Cookbooks as Out of Date as Surrey With Fringe on Top’

UCH tomfoolery has been 
written about camp cooking. 


; Outdoor cookbooks are still 


advertised, written before the ad- 
vent of the gasoline camp stove, 
which are as out of date today as 
a surrey with a fringe on top. They 
adwise the camper to place a green 
Jog back of the fire to throw out 
more heat; they have coffee pots 
hanging on green crotch sticks; 
they wrap chickens and fish in 
clay and bake them in’‘the fire; 
they have the camp cook broiling 
his game or meat on a green stick 
over a bed of coals, which will 
burn to a nice char outside and be 
raw inside — provided the stick 
doesn’t burn in two and break be- 
forehand. In short, they are entire- 
ly useless for modern camp cook- 
ing. 
In planning a camping trip the 
gruB list should be worked out as 
carefully as the calories are 
counted.in a diet kitchen.. It is 
just as easy to have balanced 
meals in camp as it is to have 
them at home. It is simply a miat- 
ter of multiplying so many camp- 
ers by so many days for so many 
breakfasts, dinners, and suppers. 

In these days there are so many 
varieties of delicious canned foods 
and the meals can be varied from 
day to day so that never a dull 
moment ensues at the favorite 
haunt of old Epicurus. Canned 
fruit juices, soups, various vege- 
tables, and even meats may be 
rotated from day to day to ¥scape 
from the old-time camping meals 
of bacon, beans, and bologna, Veg- 
etable oils are used in frying fish, 
squirrels, and other meats to avoid 
“grease hangovers” and bicarbon- 
ate the day after. Don’t overlook 
the possibility of renting a space 
at the frozen food locker in the 
town nearest. your camp. There 
are very few camping places far- 
ther than a half hour or so by car 
from a town in which a frozen 
food locker is maintained, where 
steaks, chickens, fish, and other 
meats, as well as fresh vegetables, 
can be kept without fear of spoil- 
age. Many of them will gladly 
dress the fish and process them 
so that they may be taken home 
or eaten in camp without fear of 
taint or ptomaine. 

The camp commissary list should 
be gone over and checked care- 
fully before the provisions are pur- 
chased. Plenty of leafy vegetables 
in variety should be included. Of 
course, the time of the year should 
be taken into consideration and, if 
there are plenty of garden vege- 
tables to be procured from a near- 
by farm, the, grocery list can be 
cut accordingly. Good eating is 
half of the camping, and campers 
hunt and fish harder and more 
enthusiastically if they are well 
fed. 

Possibly the most important 
cooking utensi] to have along on 
a trip is a Dutch oven, With it 
you can fry, broil, boil, bake, saute 
or stew—and, in case of an emer-

gency, it can even be used as a 
coffee pot. You can bake delicious 
biscuits in it as easily as you can 
in your electric or gas oven at 
home. Lightly grease the Dutch 
oven, put the lid on-to retain the 


heat, and set over the burner’ 


until the interior is well heated. 
=. ee : 
EANWHILE, sift two cups of 
Mrtou in a mixing bowl, add a 
teaspoon of salt and a level 
tablespoon of baking powder. Pour 
in condensed milk, mixed half-and- 
half with water, carefully mixing 
all the while with a mixing spoon, 
and add a tablespoon of bacon 
drippings. Use care in adding 
milk and water so that the mix 
will be fairly dry. Knead the 
dough slightly, sprinkle flour on 
a mixing board, pat down the 
dough until it is a rough circle 
about an inch thick, then cut out 
biscuits with a small glass or can, 
and place them in the pre-hedted 
Dutch oven. Replace the lid and, 
when done on the bottom side, 
turn with a pancake turner until 
they are nice and brown on both 
sides. Ah, wilderness! 
Far too many cooks prepare 
fish in such a manner that they 
are distinguishable from corn 


in your throat. They roll the fish 
in corn meal as long as a grain 
of meal will stick to the fish, bury

them in hot grease, and the fine 
delicate flavor of the freshly 
caught fish is forever lost. Some- 
time try frying fish rolled very 
lightly in flour, with salt added, 
in corn oil, in a Dutch oven, and 
you will be amazed with the re- 
sults, 

If the bass are large enough, 
fillet them for a real fish treat. 
To falet a fish, start with a sharp 
knife at the base of the tail and 
cut all the way up to the head, 
Next, cut downward at ‘the head 
and remove the fillet. Turn the 
fish over and repeat the process. 
All that will be left of the original 
fish is the head, tail and back- 
bone. Take a pair of tweezers (a 
cotton cloth will do) and pull out 
the rib bones. This leaves two 
nice fillets without bones which 
any fish eater will thoroughly 
enjoy. A variation of the flour, 
salt and corn oil frying is to, first, 
roll the fish very lightly in flour 
with salt added, then’ smear 
lightly with mayonnaise, roll in 
flour again, and fry. This gives 
you a juicy morsel with an added 
flavor well worth the extra 
trouble. 

One of the finest of all camp 
dishes is baked jack salmon with 
a modified Spanish sauce. First, 
as the French chef said about the 
rabbit, catch the jaek salmon. 
Scale and dress the fish, leaving

Squirre] stew with drop dump- 
lings, a la Walter Raney, is a 
treat in anybody’s camp. Cut up 
six squirrels and place them in a 
Dutch oven with two tablespoons 
of bacon drippings and enough wa- 
ter to cover. Be sure to place the 
older squirrels in the pot first, al- 
lowing them to cook before adding 
the younger squirrels, so the more 
tender young squirrels will rot 
cook off the bones. Cook until the 
older squirrels are tender to the 
fork, adding water as needed, so 
you will have plenty of liquor for 
the drop dumplings. To make the 
dumplings, sift two cups of fiour, 
add salt to taste, a tablespoon of 
baking powder, and one egg. Stir 


egg well in the flour and then, 


ladle in enough of the liquor from 
the squirrel stew to make a stiff 
dough mix. Dip the mixing spoon 
in the squirrel stew to prevent 
the dough from adhering to it, 
Spoon out heaping spoonsful of 
the dough for each’ dumpling into 
the rapidly boiling squirrel stew. 
Drop them far enough apart in 
the pot so that they will not stick 
together, and cook about 30 min- 
utes after the last dumpling has 
been added. Serve squirrel and 
dumplings on the same platter 
and, if served often enough, it is 
guaranteed to cure anemia, chil- 
blains, hang-overs, spotted fever, 
and chigger bites—and will make 
the grouchiest man in camp re- 
joice at his good fortune of being 
one of the party of campers,

Pick Right Foundation

POWERS girl never under- 
A estimates the importance un- 
der fashions play in her neat, 
trim, contoured appearance. She 
knows these garments change 
subtly with every change in 
fashion and that even the loveliest 
dress .can be displayed in all its 
beauty only when it is worn over 
a correct foundation. Because I 
thought you would be interested 
in the advice my fashion con- 
sultant, Jane Abbott, gives to 
Powers models on this subject, 
I’m turning today’s column over 
to her. Here’s what she jotted 
down for you: 

“The most important rule to 
follow in selecting your founda- 
tion garments is in the identifi- 
cation of your own figure type 
with the garment that is in- 
dividually suited to it. This ought 
not to be too difficult because 
there are only four

types of figures: 
average and full. 

“The junior figure develops 
around the ages of 14 or 15 and 
needs at that time to be smoothed 
out by a very lightweight girdle. 
This type of adolescent figure 
should certainly not be restrained 
but given full freedom of move- 
ment. This can be accomplished 
by power net slip-on girdles or 
elastic-lace panties accompanied 
by a wisp of a bandeau. 

“The misses figure is more fully 
developed and needs to be ‘refined’ 
rather than ‘confined’. A firm, 
two-way stretch girdle with a 
band that hugs the waist will sup- 
ply a sleek definition of the fig- 
‘ure under the waist-hugging 
clothes. A very lightweight bras- 
siere will support the bosom ade- 
quately. 


“The average figure is the ma- 
ture but well-proportioned one: 
The all-in-one garment is highly 
recommended for this type of 
figure because it permits the even 
distribution of the weight through- 
out, 

“The full figure is apt to pre- 
sent special problems in spots of 
surplus weight. A built-up bras- 
siere, cut higher than most and 
with wide straps will control ex- 
tra weight at the chest. A corset 
with bones and lacing will take 
care of heavy hips. When the full 
figure is well proportioned, an all- 
in-one that is skillfully designed 
will give the silhouette a statues- 
que form. 

“After you have selected the 
proper type of garment you must 
next be certain that it fits you 
perfectly. For the sake of your 
comfort, it must not bind you. 
For your beauty’s sake it must 
mould you in the smooth form 
of current fashion.”

To this day Dr. Burkhart doesn’t 


know for sure whether it was his 
skill or the prayers of the parents 
that prevailed. All that he knows 
is that he did his best. That night, 
as many times since, when he had 
done his best, he left it in all 
humility in the hands of The 
Great Physician. Joe Moroni, 
though, had no doubts that it was 
the young doctor, whatever higher 
help he might have had, who had 
saved his 3-year-old daughter’s 
life.

West said later that he had 
been tempted to save at six dia- 
monds, but the bidding indicated 
that he would have to lose every 
“off” card in his hand. 

Instead of sacrificing, West 
made a truly remarkable opening 
lead—and with a little ‘luck, in- 
cluding some very natural care- 
lessness on declarer’s part, the 
sacrifice became quite unneces- 
sary! 

West opened the deuce of dia- 
monds, Declarer reached negli- 
gently for the card in dummy that 
was easiest to reach, and that 
happened to be the seven spot. 
East, who could scarcely have a 
burning interest in the proceed- 
ings, flipped his diamond nine on 
the table—and almost fell out of 
his chair when he took the trick! 

Astonished as he was, East had 
no difficulty in interpreting his 
partner’s hopes, and his prompt 
club return, going through de- 
clarer’s minor tenace, gave West 
two tricks that he lost no time in 
collecting. The contract was down 
one. 

Granting that West was ex- 
tremely lucky to get the result 
he did, it would be unfair to call 
his opening lead merely “sensa- 
tional” and let it go at that. There 
was very definite planning and 
logic in West’s selection. He rec- 
ognized what was absolutely true: 
that the enemy's trumps were 
solid, and that North’s spade suit 
would produce a great many dis- 
cards for the declarer. He also 
assumed correctly that he would 
not be able to cash two diamonds. 
Thus his low diamond lead was 
made on the one reasonable hope 
that he could put his partner in 
for a club return. The bidding 
strongly indicated that South had 
the club king.
